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The following is a, zcojnoraudum of conversation -between tfce Secretary 
of State and the Foreign Minister which took place in the Babassy Residence inr 
rcodiately prior to the Secretary 1 s departure from Paris o 

R eported Plan of President E Laenhcrwfur to Write General do Oaulles Couve 
openea" the conversation by stating that ho had learned from General do Gaulle 
that President Elsenhower planned to writ© a letter to do Gaulle covering throe 
subjeots. It was apparent that Couve hed only fragmentary information regarding 
this matter as ho roantionsd only two subjects and in both caoe3 was erfcrenely 
vague • He first referred to JiATO affairs but specified only the problem of the 
regulation of the status of the French Mediterranean Fleet.. The second subject 
he mentioned was atomic affairs but he added that he assumed this wsant scnething 
like tho stockpile question. 

French Mediterranean Fleeto On the problem of tha French Mediterranean 
Fleet, Conve expressed the view that tho satter can be resolved without too srnch 
difficulty. The Secretary pointed out, however, that the Adtairal Hoay wamoranctaa 
does not. he believes, provide a basis ©n which an agreement can be reachedf 
Mr. Kolting supported that view, saying that, based on aenoiy, ha does not think the 
KcrQT meBcrandun would accoRplish the purpose of putting the French Mediterranean 
Fleet on the sane basis as the American and UK fleets. He explained that first, 
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prioritj for US and UK Heats an tjartiine is within tha NATO context, whereas 
first; priority for the French fleet, in the Rcoy neniorandua,, is for national 
use* NATO employment being a secondary considerat3x>n» 

Dollar Restrictions » The Seoretary raised the problen of doUor restric- 
tions" 'in fcronce^ SaSSaador Houghton remarked that while a large part of th» 
inserts fron tha US are now frea, there remain several restrictions,! Gouv« 
rep?.ied that a new saries of concessions Here expected for October and said 
that like everyone else the French are soving towards libera in this fiuLd, 
particularly- as regards agricultural products. He expressed the opinion that 
qiiotaa would probably have disappeared in a yea^s tine* He is., however, aware 
that there has been discriMination since the war. He hinsalf, however, is all 
fcr liberalisation. 

Oera any and Berlin s In reply to the Secretary 1 u query as to other matters 
to be discussed, Couve mentioned Gertnany and Berlin end expressed the opinion 
that it would probably bo be3t to let things remain just as they area The 
Secretary expresssd agreement., Couve then said that the French ara now pre- 
paring a reply to tho Soviet note of August 16 » There will be nothing new* 

The Secretary said that ha discussed these natters with Foreign Hinistsr 
von Brent ano and told Ccuve that President Eisenhower h?.d asked Chancellor 
Adenauer if hs ties giving consideration to a long-run solution of the Berlin 
problem,. The Secretary pointed out that occupation cannot be a permanent 
solution and added that Adenauer has been giving this natter thoughta Although 
a moratorium nay be satisfactory for the tine being, we must be thinking of 
long-term solutions. In regard to Berlin, ha said that it doesn't seem to ba 
indicated that the free zone would becoae incorporated in the Federal Republic 
or that a corridor would be established. Couve asked whether there night be 
some solution between the extrooe3 of incorporation by the Federal Republic 
and the establishment of a free city* The Secretary replied that so'to solution 
night be found Involving international guarantees with probably soae troops 
remaining* 

Couve said that he seee no avidanoe of change in the Soviet position* 
Tha Secretary expressed agreeasnt and said there had bean no suggestion for 
a reconvening of the Foreign Ministers, However, should Khru3hchQV cc&e up 
;dth new sugsestion3, this would probably necessitate reconvening. At this 
point, Amba33ador Alphand said we are continuing to neat in Washington on 
contingency • planning and asked if it is really necessary to go cm Couve 
asked, why not? The Secretary add9d he did not think it likely any contin- 
gencies, such as envisaged in the planning, would arise before tha exchange 
of visits between Washington and Koscov* 

Hith regard to Couve' s query if all was settled en disarmament, the 
Secretary replied in the affirmative. 

Alger ia* Couve said that as regards Algeria^ all we could do at tho 
moment is io"vait a The Secretary pointed out that we shall probably wish to 
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obtain certain clarifications froa the French end v;ouid probacy vioh to 
discuss tactics vith thscio 

Consultation . coiwc referred to tha last clause in the Joint cccKuniquo 
en the talks between the two Presidents and «al;ed if we should not say acne- 
thing to the British about this-. The Secretary replied that va should and 
added that President Elsenhower had talked to Mr* Kaonillan about this quea* 
tlon and aaid vq wonld plan to consult 03 closely with the Preach as we did 
with the British* 

CouTe nentioned that President Eisenhower had told General de Qanlle 
that for the purpose of tripartite consultation there could be sot up a series 
of ad ho c coiraitteeao It was suggested that the details of this Might be 
worked out in Washington.. Coure then referred to the epecific problea of 
coordination of -views en Morocco and Tunisia end wondered if certain tripartite 
talks might not take place in Paria. The Secretary cosanented that as regard* 
Morocco and Tunisia, it tsould bo ertrenely difficult for us to have the consul- 
tation elsGvhsrG than Washington a3 all our nil£tary and financial planning 
is dene there and it veuld be extremely difficult to provide the necessary 
experts for consultation in Paris. 

United Hat ionao Couve said that he would be in New York as of the llith 
and planned' to stay until the end of September. In reply to a question which 
Couve raised, the Secretary stated that the Greeks do not yish to bo eandidatee 
for a seat in the Security Council- 

He sting of Tiro Presidents » During tha conversation, Aribaasador Houghton 
eopressed the deep ^ppr'eciaiion and admiration of all the Americans partici- 
pating in the Presidential visit for the nagnificent effort and Job which bad 
been done by the French* 
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
